In the ense in question the passenger
purchnsed theve tickets over the Konsns
City, Port Scott & Memphis railway,
whieh entitled him to 450 pounds of bayg-
gonge. s baggage, which was
talued o two trunks and three Doxes,
wis deliverad to and accepteid by the
raflway company us baggage, checkoid
and pald excess hagoage on the some.
The articles therein econsisted of  four
feather beds, ten  pillows, forty-five
quilts, blankets and a lnrge number of
other articles.  The passenger reachod
his destination, Mammoth Springs, at
1108 p. m, and the station house
wherein the agent stored the baggage
was bhurned about 1 a, m. of the same
night and the bagieage was all destroyed.
Suit was brought against the raflroad
compiny and Judgment recoversd, bt
the judgment s now set aside and the
company doclared exempt from Hability.

In his opluion the fndge rales that
while the statuie on the subject of bag-
gage entitles each passenger paying his
fare to have transported with eich fare
150 pounds of  haggage, to consist of
“such artieles as are usunlly careied by

it in charge of the statlon agent, and
that as the tive did not ocenr untll 1 a.
m. he had a reasonable time within
which to have removed it

SPANISH OFFER T0 CUBANS

United Btates and Spain Said o Have
Reached an Agrooment,

—

PARDON FOR ALL OF THE INSURGENTS

Svweeping Reforms In the Administras
tion of Affales on the Islnnd Cons=
ditioned on Ceossntlon of Tlos-
tihiles Trenty AN Repdy.

NEW YORK, Jan, 14,—Tho World today
publislies a dispatel from Washington say-
Iing the agrooment butwoen the United States
and Spalu regarding the tefms (o be granted
the Cuban Insurgents has practically beeh
concluded, It I8 welthor a trésty nor a
diplomatie memorandum, It 'Is A com:
pact, or agreement, between the Unjted States
and Spaln upon the terms that Spain s will-
Ing to grant the insurgents, It provides for
capltulation and pardon of the Insurgesis,
for whom General Qomes ls expecied to
sign the treaty. There are three parties
to the agreemoent. The United Stotes repre-
pents the Instrgenis There are atlll aoime
details to e arranged, and these may ocoipy
ten daya more, Ity the end of January the
térms will be complete. They will then lie
fald bLofore congress in a spectal message
from Cleveland Stimultanconoly they wiil
be promulgated v Madeld and in Havaoa.
The provisienal draft ‘of the hew toris wias
embodied In a lengthy communieation ad-
dreased to Senor de Lome from the premiet,
Spnor Oanovad, This way brought by Senor
I'blo Solar y Guardistn, who arcived here
from Madrid on Monday.

It included not only the amendments to the
reform law of 1885 (provisionally stated)
that Spain 1# now willing to grant, bul also a
draft of a treaty between Spaln aml the
insurgents, o which the Yoforims are to go
Into offoot.  The frst dvaft of this proposed
treaty of caphitlation read as follows:

treaty, Iy termy are similae to that of the
capltulntion of Zunjoun at the close of the
ten years' war,

While the detalls offered
odlet of March, 1505, cannot now be dedl-
nitely stated, Inasmuch ae they are still
open to change and modiheation, it can be
safoly assertod that the concessions which
General Gomez demanded  through Senor
Bagasta have recelvedl markod conslderation.

Tho points which remain unsettled refer
to the Inwurgents and thelr lmmediate so-
ceptance of the peace treaty, While it |8
linted at the Spanish legation and substan-
tially corroborated at the State department
that General Qomer has promised (o lay
down his arms I the event of the Unitod
Stutes boeoming in 2 moral gense gunrantor
of these conditions, a prellminary undor-
stpnding botween the Insurgents ond the
United States i not definitely settled,

Spain clings to her old position of dictat-
Ing her own terms and absolutely forming
her own poliey. Nevertholess, she has beon
forceq by the complieated circumstances of
the case to acknowlodge the Unlted Stales
as a party to the Cuban war, and In sub-
mitting to the treaty she proposes to make
with her rebellious subjects she also ac-
knowledges tacitly the position of the United
Atates ad o mediator and ps n guarantor of
the abservanse of the treaty terms.

Another renort says It s p Ively denled
that Spain unid the Uniteil & % have praoc-
tics!ly concluded an agreement rogarding
terms (o be offéred the Insurgents for the
sgettlement of the Caban reballion. It s
deniled alse that o apeclal envoy of Spaln s
to e gent to the United Statés a8*g private
pegotintor with special  Instructions from
Senor Canovas and the duke of Tetuan.
It is wald that this Iatter rviport probabily
arlges from the fact that Fenor Solar hus
artived In Washington recently to suoceed
one of the seercetarics of the legation. Senor
Holar was formerly the secrotary to the duke
of Tetuan, and when his coming was first
ettnounced a report aimilar o the present
one was cleculated and offvially denled,

INDEPENDENCE Ol NOTHING.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14,—Mr. Quesada of
the Cuban junta today receolved a long letter
from his uncle. Balavador De Clsneros, the
presldent of the Cuban republle, which, hy
Iuferences, gives a denlad to the reports that
the lssurgonts are willing to negotiate terma
of peace ot any other bakls thao abgolute
Independence, The latter says in part:

“T am very glad to see the people and
congrees of the United States will continue to
show sympathy for Cuba. T am proparing
an appeal In which the government of the
repubilo will eak for the recognltion of the
Indépendonee of the Island,

“Wao will renew our offensive campulgn In
a fow dave. Gomoz hns left me te enter
Santa Clara with reipforoements and muni-
tlong of war. He will go further weat,  Our
situation 15 wost prosperons and i we had
plenty of ammunition, not only for rifles, but
for cannon, and In Chmagiucy o dynbmite
otnnon, the rallroads would be destroyed
aud the few garrisoned Inland towns would
e abandoped by the enemy and thiey would
he conlingd to the cosst. As I expect to
roceive theee war materlale from abroad, we
very aoon will drive them o the coust and
be In n pesition to give them, when they
depart, ouy lust goodhye, "

Senor Quenda declares there s absolutely
no truth ik the reports of a plan for n com-
promise on a badls of homo rule for the
Cubans, and says:  “The Cubans are deter-
mined Lo fall ke men, rather than shame-
fully and with cowardice renoupee our
purpose by entering Into or accopting any
agrovment which would mean the abandan-
ment farever of the high ldeal of complete
emandipatioon, To all suel projecis the
Culans will respond now and alwayas with
thelr motto ‘Indepanidence or Death.'
